affords an immediate outlet for sur- 
plus American production. It will 
serve as a fillip to American ex- 
port trade and help the United 
States to maintain the policy of 
high wages and full employment 
which is the desire of all sections 
of American public opinion 

ut here at once we come up 
against what is perhaps the funda- 
mental flaw in the whole plan. If 
the United States can maintain full 
employment and a standard of liv- 


ing which is incomparably higher 
then that enjoyed in any other 
cou of the world only by per- 
prt ly having a large surplus of 
e s over imports, then it will be 


quite impossible for Britain to re- 
pay the loan and the whole scheme 
will break down in chaos 

THERE ARE ONLY TWO ways 
out of this dilemma. Either 
America must, over a_ period of 
years, so regulate her trade that 
there is a rough balance between 
exports and imports, or she must 
make foreign loans which cannot in 
the long run be repaid 

If we look at British economy 
over the last hundred years, we see 
thet Britain, no doubt largely un- 
consciously, pursued the latter 
policy. For many generations we 
had a permanently favorable bal- 
ance of trade and we consistently 
lost money abroad which enabled 
foreign countries to continue to 
buy our goods. Thereby we built 
up enormous foreign investments, | 
but it was only the unhappy chance! 


of two world wars which enabled 
these loans to be repaid 
BETWEEN 1914 AND 1918, and 
again between 1939 and 1945, we 
melted down the huge capital 
assets we owned overseas to buy | 
shot and shell for survival. It it had 


not been for these two wars, it is 
quite certain that we could neither 
have been repaid the money we had 
Jend nor could we have collected 
the results of our surplus exports 


This was true even when Britain 
pursued a policy of free trade 

How much more is this true of 
the position of the United States 


which owns 80 per cent of the gold 
in the world and which has higher 
tariff barriers than almost any other 
country, The lesson seems plain 
We are not making our plans on 
the basis of a future war in which 
the United States will be able, in 
services from Allied or neutral 
countries, to recover the balances 
she will buiid up in peace, 

THEREFORE, A WAY must 
found by which America will not 
build up a capital investment in 
foreign countries such as Britain 
enjoyed in 1914. If the new econ- 
omy is to succeed, an approximate 
balance must be achieved between 
American imports and exports, not 
necessarily in a period of two or 
three vears, but over a period of ten 
ov fifteen years. This can be done 
only if the American Congress can 
rise above the machinations of the 
“log rollers” and pressure groups of 
particular industries and bring 
about a really marked reduction in 
her tariff walls

agreement, Bri- 
tain is pledged to bring Empire 
preference to an end proportion 
ately as the United States de 
creases her tariffs. If this process 
could be = scientifically brought 
about, it might be possible to create 
the greatest free-trade area ever 
known to man, which would exist 
in the first place in the British Em- 
pire and the United States, but 
which might progressively be joined 
by other countries, 

But plainly this could not be done 
by a stroke of the pen. For if all 
tariffs were swept away tomorrow 
the United States would swamp all 
the markets of the world and cause 
widespread dislocation and unem- 
ployment in every country 

Therefore, though free trade 
seems to be the goal towards which 
we should work, we must not hope 
to reach it tomorrow. or even the 
day after tomorrow. What is need- 
ed is a carefully worked out plan 
by which this ideal can be achieved 
slep by step.
